M. Hubbard, radical deputy for the

elections, at tbe same time advising 
that as early a date as possible be fixed. 


Albert Chtche, Boulangist deputy 


for Olronde, supplemented M. Hub- 
bard's interpellation and request, by

stituent assembly. 


M. Blbot in replying to M. Hubbard, 


touched upon M. Chassalng'a proposal 
in saying that the law must be left to 
accomplish Its ends without interfer- 
ence, as It was provided with fully 
adequate means for the work on hand.

Or Dr. Hill Prevented by Inclement 


Weather and Impasaable Roads- 


Popular Feeling Against Qov. 


Brown—Hanged In Effigy. 


CHSSTKIIIOWJT, Md., Jan. 12— AU last 


night, while heavy snowflakes fell 
thick anil fast, special policemen pa- 
troled the town, dreading the visit of a 
lynching party 
But the indignant cit- 


izens did not storm the jail, and the 
four negroes condemned to die to-mor- 
row for the murder of Dr. J. H. Hill 
parsed a restless night in their cell*. 


The rumors of lynching had become 


so loud that the unfortunate men heard 
them, and in consequence had little in- 
clination to sleep 
The removal of the 


other foui men yesterday morning 
through Gov 
Brown's intervention 


made them more reflective, and during 
the night they tlfumbed their Bibles 
continuously. 


Excitement here and throughout the 


county is at the highest pitch, and the 
difficulty of travel over the snow- 
bound loads is regarded generally u 
the main factor in preventing the 
tallrcd-of lynching 
Tha overwhelm- 


ing sentiment throughout tho county 
was opposed to a commutation of any 
of the sentences, and just as strong as 
that opposition was IB the feeling 
against Cor Brown, who was banged 
in efflffy in Millingtown last night 


Two colored preachers were with tbe 


condemned men throughout the nlfbt. 
The negroes came to the iron-barred 
windows of their cells and listened to 
tho loud and prolonged exhortations of 
tho ministers. Then they prayed and 
sang, hour alter hour. The murderers 
would fall upon their knees, shout aud 
yell in a tuneful way the disconnected 
sentences of some hymn. 


That tbe four men are considered u 


hard a lot of cases as ever breathed, 
goes without saying. Not one particle 
of sympathy exists for them in the 
hearts of any Chestertownian. 


Tbe posse comltatus, of 250 men, 


went on duty to-day, relieving the

When 
skating backward this will neeossiaate 
looking toward the rear, which, besides 
being the correct poiition, enables the 
akator to see where he is , going and thus 
avoid obstacles. . The degree to .which 
the eidewise attitude should be carried 


almost toe same on three edges ontof 


the entire possible font, as follows: In- 
side edge forward, inside, edge backward;
